day. In a unanimous opinion, 
the court said the districts 
were singularly lacking in the 
compactness and the  near- 
equality of population required 
under the State Constitution. 


To expedite a new redistrict- 
ing which will correct the ger- 
rymander, the Supreme Court 
did not remand the case to the 
Circuit Court of St. Louis with 
instructions to enter a declara- 
tory judgment. Instead, the Su- 
preme Court reversed the lower 
court outright, and said that 
the St. Louis Board of Elec- 
tion Commissioners has _ the 
duty to create seven new valid 
districts from which . Senators 
may be nominated and elected 
in 1956. 


The court pointed out that in- 
validation of the redistricting 
does not affect those St. Louis 
senators who already havé been 
elected in 1952 districts and 
who do not come up for re- 
election in 1956. 

Limited Application. 

In other words, creation of 
new districts will affect only 
those St. Louis senatorial can- 
didates who would normally 
run for office next year. In the 
other, even-numbered districts, 
the revision will apply first in 
1958. 

“If a valid redistricting {fs 


timely made,” the opinion stat- | 


ed, “senators will be elected 
from the new odd-numbered 
districts in 1956, and from the 
new even-numbered districts in 
1958.” 

The opinion was written by 
Judge Laurance M. Hyde, and 
was concurred in by the other 
six judges. It overruled St. 


Louis Circuit Judge Robert J. | 


Kirkwood, who had dismissed a 
suit filed by Paul W. Preisler. 

Preisler, a former chairman 
of the Socialist Party city com- 
mittee, had sued as a voter, tax- 
payer and non-partisan candi- 
date for State Senator at large. 
He sought a declaratory judg- 
ment that the old Election 
Board had abused its discretion 
in drawing up new districts in 
the 1952 decennial revision. 

Challenge Dismissed. 

Judge Kirkwood had dis- 
missed his challenge, holding 
that Preisler’s evidence failed 
to show the districts were not 
compact or wnequal in popula- 
tion. 

The Supreme Court held that 
none of the new districts was 
compact, and that the election 
commissioners had disregarded 
geographical features that might 
be viewed as reasonable natural 
boundaries. 

“It appears from the (election) 
board’s own experts thatthe 
most extreme violations of the 
standard of compactness were

DULLES WARNS 
MOLOTOV ABOUT 


Asserts Other Nations 
Would View Such 
Red Sales With ‘Ut- 
most Concern.’

Matter of Utmost Concern. 

It would be “a matter of ut- | 
most concern to the other na- 
tions of the world,” he said, if 
the Soviet bloc—meaning not 
only Russia but its Communist | 
satellites—should “try to mect | 
its large import needs and serve 
its other aims by exporting | 
these surplus arms throughout | 
the world.” |

PARIS, Nov. 14 ‘AP)—Sultan 
Sidi Mohammed Ben Youssef of 
Morocco who is to be restored 
to his throrie in Rabat this 
week, says he intends to inves- 
tigate the agreement by which 
the United States built four big 
air bases in his country. 

The Sultan, deposed by the 
French in 1953 for sympathies 
with Muroccan nationalists and 
about to be reinstated after 
exile in Madagascar, said in an 
interview yesterday he never 
was consulted about the bases 
deal. 

The United States started 
building the bases, by agree- 
ment with the French, after 
the Korean war broke out in 
1950. United States negotiators 
desired to consult with the Mo- 
roccans at the time, but the 
French who handled Morocco’s 
foreign relations under a pro- 
tectorate, refused. 

“We are entirely ignorant of 
the agreements reached,”’. the 
Sultan said when asked about 
them. “So one of the first jobs 
of the government to be set up 
after my return will be to find 
out what the obligations are 
and discuss them with both par- 
ties.” ” 

Although the Fren% are put- 
ting him back on the throne in 
the hope the nationalists will 
call off their terroristic cam- 
paign, the more extreme faction 
has begun to accuse the Sultan 
of getting chummy with the 
French and forgetting their de- 
mands for independence. 

Eighteen persons were killed 
over the weekend in Morocco 
and 11 were wounded in ter- 
roristic acts.

_Your recent editorial, “If the Al- 
dermen Give the Word,” implies that 
construction costs of St. Louis schools 
and public buildings could be re- 
duced if metal wall panels were used 
instead of masonry in exterior walls. 

This widespread notion happens to 
be erroneous. Whatever the appeal 
of metal panels may be, it certainly 
is not economy. / 

- Construction costs vary widely 

from building to building, depending 
on wall specifications, the design of 
the building and other factors. 

We have yet to learn, however, of 
a building faced with metal that 
could not have been built at less cost 
with masonry. 

In addition to having a lower ini- 
tial cost than metal panels, masonry 
Tequires no expensive maintenance. 

We agree wholeheartedly with 
your contention that St. Louis should 
have “a building code entirely based 
on performance’’—provided the per- 
formance standards require sound, 
durable construction and offer real 

otection against fire and other 

azards to life and health. 

We agree, too, that a code based 
on performance could result in con- 
struction economies.

Qpen the U.N. Door 


Is the United Nations’ closed door about to 
swing open? Hopes for a reasonable solution 
to the problém of admission of new members 
have taken on new life as diplomats in Geneva 
and at the U.N. discussed the Canadian proposal 
to this end. 

Canada’s plan for ending the long deadlock 
which has piled up 22 membership applications 
calls for the admission of all applicants except 
the four politically divided states in Korea and 
Viet Nam. This would mean bringing into what 
was conceived as a universal world organization 
the sollowing 18 nations: 


Spain Romania 

Italy Bulgaria 

Japan Outer Mongolia 
Austria Hungary 
Portugal Albania 

Laos Népal 
Cambodi, Jordan 

Finland Ceylon 

Libya Ireland 


A glance at this list should be enough to 
suggest that the Soviet bloc would gain only five 
sure votes if all 18 were admitted, while the 
West would gain eight or nine plus the assur- 
ance that the rest, if independent, would cer- 
tainly not be automatic Soviet votes. 

Ambassador Lodge has announced that the 
United States is ready to accept a “package 
deal” admitting all of the above applicants 
except the Soviet-sponsored Outer Mongolian 
republic. But from Geneva come reports that 
the Soviets decline to go along unless all 18 are 
admitted. 

Just what the American objection is to Outer 
Mongolia has not been made clear. Some doubts 
have been expressed as to whether the Mon- 
golian republic is a genuine government or 
merely a Russian false front. But since Canada, 
Britain and other members of the U.N. are said 
to be willing to concede the legitimacy of the 
application, the American delegation could 
justifiably waive any doubts of its own in the 
interest of gaining a settlement at last of this 
vexatious dispute. 

For some time the American position on the 
membership issue has been that we would not 
use the veto on any applicant. 

This would not by itself, however, solve the 
problem. New members must be recommended 
by the Security Council, where the veto applies, 
but they must be elected by two-thirds vote of 
the General Assembly. In the past, applicants 
sponsored by the West have been vetoed by 
Russia, and those sponsored by Russia have been 
beaten by Western votes. 

Merely agreeing not to use the veto would 
assure the election of the West's applicants, but 
not the election of applicants sponsored by the 
other side. Clearly, the only solution is some 
sort of “package deal.” If the Russians are 
willing to accept the Canadian plan, the United 
States should let no doubts about Outer Mon- 
golia stand in the way of its adoption. 

Opening the door to these 18 would go a 
long way toward making the U.N. what it ought 
to be—a universal organization. The only major 
nations remairing outside then would be Com- 
munist China—which is kept out not by black- 
ball but by a dispute over representation—and 
Germany, which like Vietnam and Korea, re- 
mains politically divided.

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A Leader Shortage in Scientists 

It is bad enough to know that there is a seri- 
ous shortage in the rank and file of American 
scientists. It is worse to learn that in the opin- 
ion of as eminent a scientist and educator as 
Dr. James R. Killian Jr., president of the Mas- 
sachusetts Institute of Technology, there also is 
an acute shortage of scientists who are equipped 
to become the leaders in basic research. 

Dr. Killian was chairman of a committee con- 
sisting of prominent scientific and industrial 
leaders who reported last July to President 
Fisenhower at the request of the National Se- 
curity Council on the relative strength curves 
of the Soviet and American armed forces, The 
report showed that Soviet aircraft are in the 
process of surpassing ours. 

Now Dr. Killian cites the need for young 
men “with the conceptualizing power to make 
basic research really basic.” It was the basic 
research done by men who were able to visual- 
ize the B-29, radar and the proximity fuze, to 
name a few things, that played such a big 
part in the winning of World War II. 

Dr. Killian suggests that the engineering and 
scientific schools can help meet the need by 
“aggressively seeking increased gifts and grants 
from a greater number of sources,” by proper 
use of scholarship funds for talented youths in 
need of aid, by cutting dead wood from cur- 
ricula and removing “the dead hand of archaic 
methods” from college management. 

As a leader in his field, Dr. Killian undoubted- 
‘ly knows whereof he speaks so his proposed 
remedies may be as pertinent as the shortage of 
scientific leaders that he pointed out. 
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Still Up to Gov. Donnelly 


Unfortunately the election of David R. Hardy 
to the Jackson County judicial commission is 


the minimum. If it were proper to submit new 
names—which Mr. Donnelly demands as the

The non-partisan court plan may not be com- 
pletely proof against political considerations— 
and no branch of government is absolutely be- 
yond politics—yet it would be virtually nullified 
if the Governor could dictate selections the way 
Mr. Donnelly is trying to do. 
Hardy may think of the pending nominations, 
we trust he will recognize this transcendent 
principle. 
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No Right of Secrecy 


A warning to be taken seriously was sounded 
when Representative John E. Moss (Dem.), 
California, declared that a House subcommittee 
investigation into Government information poli- 
cies showed a need for “breaking down of many 
existing barriers to the free circulation of facts, 
opinions and ideas.” 

The Government Operations subcommittee 
which Mr. Moss heads has revealed in four days 
of hearings numerous infringements of the prin- 
ciple that the governed have a right to know 
what those who govern are doing and why. 

The Post Office Department and Civil Serv- 
ice Commission labeled as “secret” the names 
of men found to be eligible for postmaster ap- 
pointments. The Treasury Department enforces 
secrecy on applications of organizations for tax- 
exempt status, but favors legislation to make 
them public. The Civil Service Commission 
claimed that it has an “inherent right to protect 
itself by withholding information.” The Depart- 
ment of Agriculture admitted that it had de- 
layed public announcement of changes in inter- 
est rates on commodity loans—by oversight, it 
contended. 

Individually these examples may seem minor, 
but collectively they add up to what James S. 
Pope, executive editor of the Louisville Courier- 
Journal called “arrogance and contempt” in 
withholding public information. 

Nobody questions the official secrecy that is 
esseritial to the national defense. Yet the sub- 
committee had information before it that vari- 
ous government agencies have been using as 
many as 30 classifications outside the standard 
military ones. They included such forced label- 
ings as “For staff use only” and “administra- 
tively confidential.” 

The military itself carried on for a while 
under Secretary of Defense Wilson's stifling 
dictum that any data made public must be of 
“constructive contribution to the primary mis- 
sion of the Defense Department.” 

Mr. Moss must have had all this in mind 
when he commented, as the committee recessed 
until January, that there “are indications that 
some officials in Washington believe that they 
have authority to exercise presidential powers 
without the President's authorization or his 
prior knowledge or even subsequent review of 
their acts.” 

Whether new laws are needed to remedy these 
evils, as Mr. Moss said, can best be determined 
when the hearings are resumed in January. It 
may be that the subcommittee’s inquiry has had 
a salutary effect already. It has rendered a most 
important service in disclosing the lengths to 
which some executive agencies have gone in 
forgetting or in flouting the public’s right to 
know.

American Labor sees Dave Beck dedicate $5,000,000 marble 
headquarters, and commemorates hundredth anniversary of 
Eugene Debs’s birth; Beck is affluent and respectable, Debs 
went to jail; but it is the latter who will be remembered.

American labor has just observed 
two ‘significant events. First was the 
formal dedication in Washington of the 
$5,000,000 marble headquarters 
built by President Dave Beck of the 
teamsters. 

The second was the commemoration 
of the birth 100 years ago of Eugene 
Victor Debs, of Terre Haute, a rather 
famous locomotive fireman. 

Debs and Beck — two four-letter 
mames a world apart—have one thing 
in common. For quite opposite reasons, 
they frequently em- 
barrassed other la- a 
bor leaders — the y- ‘\ 
first by his self- ‘ :) 
sacrifice, and the 
other by his self- 
interest. 

But other times, 
other customs. 
Debs gloried in the 
fact that he could 
get along on little. 
Beck puffs with 
pride that he has 
made his pile. 

In short, we have 
here the symbols of 
two opposite atti- 
tudes, two opposite mainsprings of what 
men live by and for. Probably in all 
the United States there are not more 
than a handful of labor leaders who 
would say that Debs’s Socialist philoso- 
phy is for them. But throughout the 
country, labor men in their middle 
years and older today revere the name 
of Debs as a synibol of integrity. 

The differénce between Debs and 
Beck can be expressed another way: 
Beck prides himself on being a success 
and respectable. Debs, using another 
set of standards, didn’t. mind being 
considered unrespectable. 

Beck prides himself on never having 
been arrested or serving time in jail. 
Debs created labor history by serving 
six months as a result of the historic 
Pullman strike of 1894, and then made 
political history by running for Presi- 
dent from the Atlanta penitentiary in 
1920. 

Many men, great and small, sought 
the accolade of Debs’s approval, and 
some began their careers in his wake. 

Gov. John P. Altgeld, the “eagle for- 
gotten,” bucked President Grover Cleve- 
land when the latter ordered out the 
federal troops to break the railway 
strike of 1894. Clarence Darrow was 
Gene Debs's lawyer in his first case 
that signaled the start of his career as 
the advocate of the underdog. 

Today, many politicians wouldn't 
mind getting Dave Beck's support, but 
they prefer to keep it quiet. 

Samuel -Gompers, AFL's founder- 
president, first favored, then fought

Debs because their trade union philoso- 
phies differed. But he was never sure 
that Debs was absolutely wrong, nor 
that he was absolutely right. 


Mr. Gompers went to Atlanta peni- 
tentiary to visit Mr. Debs and get Re- 
publican President Warren G. Harding 
to free the man that Democratic Presi- 
dent Woodrow Wilson had thrown into 
jail during the war. Nobody has ever 
had to get Mr. Beck out of jail. 


Mr. Beck exudes an aura of afflu- 
ence. From Gene Debs came the sim- 
plicity of spiritual grandeur, which 
softened tycoons and strengthened hun- 
gry men. 

Mr. Beck is a de luxe model, stream- 
lined labor leader who knows all about 
investment portfolios. Mr. Debs was a 
minister—perhaps a missionary—with- 
out portfolio. 

Mr. Beck prides himself on new tech- 
niques, on how the Seattle Chamber of 
Commerce made him the “man of the 
year.” No Chamber of Commerce ever 
did that to Mr. Debs.

MEMOIRS OF DR. EDUARD BENES

This is a book of apologies. Dr. 
Eduard Benes, apt pupil of Thomas G. 
Masaryk whom he succeeded as Pres- 
ident of the Czechoslovakia Republic in 
1936, was unable to govern his country 
in the democratic manner as was ex- 
pected. From the wreckage of the 
Austro-Hungarian Empire, which he had 
helped to destroy, many thousands of 
Germans and Hungarians were incorpo- 
rated within the new state in which, 
in spite of promises, they were not 
treated as equals. 

The Czech Government was unable te 
secure a modus vivendi between the 
Czechs and the Germans and, when the 
Germans turned towards the Reich and 
thus provided the reason for Munich, 
Dr. Benes and the Czechs expected the 
world to go to war and save their 
country. 

This book, therefore, is intended to 
explain to the Czechs, rather than to 
the outside world, the actions of Dr. 
Benes who even among his own peopie 
had many enemies. The book is bur 
dened with too many repetitious un- 
important details of various politica] 
negotiations among the Czech party 
leaders, but the passages dealing with 
Mr. Benes’s encounters with President 
Roosevelt, Stalin and Winston Church- 
ill, as well as with the formation of the 
Czech government in exile, are inter- 
esting history since they are based on 
personal experience rather than diplo- 
matic notes and documertts. 

As a history, Dr. Benes’s memoirs 
are not significant, but the book will 
serve as a useful addition to a study 
of Central European affairs in spite of 
the author’s rather often expressed 
naive admiration of Russia. The mem- 
oirs are, as said, an attempt to explain 
events from the author’s point of view 
in the hope that his countrymen will 
understand. As such it is a challenging 
book.

CORN RECEIPTS BiG, 
FUTURES PRICES OFF 


CHICAGO, Nov. 14 (AP) — 
Corn eased under the weight of 
very heavy cash grain receipts 
on the Board of Trade today. 

During the early part of the 
session all other grains turned 
down with corn. But there 
wasn’t any very heavy pressure 
and toward the finish wheat and 
rye had recovered just about 
all their lost ground. 

In addition to the heavy re- 
ceipts of cash grain, corn was 
depressed by a break in live hog 
prices and failure of predicted 
cold weather to materialize 
over the weekend in much of 
the livestock feeding area. 

Spain purchased 60,000,000 
pounds of refined soybean oil 
for shipment in November and 
December. 

Great Britain again  pur- 
chased a small quantity of corn. 
A report one house said coun- 
try stations in Indiana were 
offering substantial quantities 
of the yellow grain, which 
would result in large purchases 
on a to-arrive basis at Chicago. 

There was very little doing 
in wheat. Most of the South- 
west remained dry although 
snow fell in northern areas of 
the great plains. New-crop 
wheat deliveries were unable 
to make any progress. 

The American Soybean Asso- 
ciation said producers had sold 
a large percentage of their soy- 
bean crop. However, a consid- 
erable portion is being stored 
in some areas, notably Iowa 
and Minnesota.

New Record in Third Quarter 


Rate Sets 


Figure Is 391%% Billion Dollars, Increase 
of 6% Billion Over Preceding 
Three Months. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 14 (AP) 
—The Department of Commerce 
said yesterday that the nation’s 
total output of goods and serv- 
ices increased during the third 
quarter of this year to an an- 
nual rate of 391% billion dol- 

record, 


This was six and one-half bil- 
lion higher than the rate of 
production in the second quar- 
ter of this year. It also was a 
gain of 3242 billion dollars, or 
about 9 per cent, over the rate 
at which goods and services 
were being produced in the 
third quarter of last year. 


The figure was a shade low- 
er than the estimate of 392 bil- 
lion dollars made, on the basis 
of preliminary information, by 
the President’s Council of Eco- 
nomic Advisers on Oct. 18. 


Spending Increases. 

The Commerce Department 
report said that increased spend- 
ing by the public and private 
business spending accounted for 
virtually all of the upsweep in 
gross national production. Gov- 
ernment and foreign purchasing 
have remained about stable 
throughout most of the last 
year. 


The report said the gain in 
the third quarter took place 
despite a sharp cutback in the 
rate at which business men 


this 


were purchasing new goods for 
inventory. 

The report said that inven- 
tory accumulation had been 
at a rate of 4% billion dollars 
a year in the second quarter of 
but that business 
men chopped it back to a rate 
of 2% billions in the third quar- 
ter. 

Some government economists 
had, feared, on the basis of the 
steep inventory build-up in the 
second quarter, that Sesion 
men might become overbur- 
dened with unsold stocks and 
would halt inventory buying. 

Further Gains Indicated. 

All current reports indicate 
that further gains in total eco- 
nomic activities have been made 
in October, the opening month 
of the final quarter of this year. 

This indicated that the nation 
might close out the year at a 
rate of production close to 400 
billion dollars. That would 
compare with a first quarter 
rate of $375,250,000,000. 

The gross national production 
report said a free spending 
public led the third quarter ad- 
vance, with personal consump- 
tion spending rising at the rate 
of five and one half billion dol- 
lars to an annual rate of some 
256 billion dollars. The spend- 
ing was paced by purchases of 
automobiles and other durable 
goods,

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GROWTH OF U.. 
UNIONS SLOWED 
DOWN SINCE WAR 


Total Membership at 
Start of Year Put at 
18,000,000, Same as 
in 1953. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 14 (UP) 
—The Labor Department esti- 
mated yesterday that United 
States labor unions had about 
18,000,000 members at the be- 
ginning of this year, an in- 
crease of at least 1,000,000 since 
its last count in 1952, 

But the figures showed that 


the growth in union member- 
ship has slowed to a snail's 
pace since World War II. In 
1954, the department said, mem- 
bership was virtually unchanged 
from 1953. 

The department estimated 
that AFL unions have 10,900,- 
000 members and CIO unions 

5,200,000, for a total of 16,100,- 
000 when the parent organiza- 
tions merge next month, It esti- 
mated 1,800,000 members in in- 
dependent unions. 

Of the combined total, slight- 
ly more than 1,000,000 mem- 

bers are in Canada, and other 
points outside the continental 
United States. 

The membership total in the 
United States represents a ratio 
of one union member to every 
three nonfarm workers — the 
same relationship that has pre- 
vailed over the last 10 years. 

Thus, the department pointed 
out, the rate of growth in union 
membership is barely keeping 
up with the rate of increase in 
nonfarm employment since 
World War II. 

Contrast With 1930s. 

This trend contrasts sharply 
with gains made following the 
big organizing drives of the 
1930s and during the high em- 
ployment years of World War 
Il. From 1930 through 1945, 
the ratio of union members to 
non-farm workers’ increased 
from 12 to 36 per cent. 

Union members also repre- 
sent about one out of every four 
persons in the total United 
States labor force — including 
farm workers, armed service 
personnel, self-employed per- 
sons and domestic servants. 
This is only a fraction more 
than in 1945. 

The department reported, 
however, that greater member- 
ship changes showed up among 
individual unions. It said that 
half of the unioffs stowed gains 
or losses of 10 per cent or more 
in the three-year period and 
other tmions showed smaller 
changes. 

The report, prepared by the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics, ap- 
peared to point up the segments 
of the AFL-CIO merger plans 
which call for new organizing 
and an end to inter-union “raid- 
ing” of membership. 

Union Shop Agreements. 

In its ‘analysis the BLS sald, 
for instance, that union shop 
agreements “undoubtedly have 
been a significant factor” in 
the rise in union membership 
in recent years. 

Under such agreements, em- 
ployes must join a union with- 
in 30 days after taking a job 
at a unionized plant. One of 
labor’s biggest challenges is to 
get federal and state legislation 
repealing so-called “right to 
work” laws, which prohibit 
union shops in 18 states. 

The BLS 
factors figuring in the union 
membership picture: inter-un- 
ion rivalry resulting in mem- 
bership gains for one union at 
the expense of another; merg- 
ers resulting in the wholesale 
transfer of members, both of 
which bring no net gain in 
union membership, and declin- 
ing or expanding employment 
in industries where unionism 
is well established. 

The BLS reported 195 na- 
tional or international unions 
headquartered in the United 
States, with 108 in the AFL and 
30 in the CIO. 

It said the unions range in 
size from less than 100 mem-

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bers to more than 1,000,000. But 
it said 13 unions account for al- 
most half the total member- 
ship, and six accounted for 
almost 6,000,000 or one-third of 
all members. 
‘Big Siz’ Unions. 

The CIO Auto Workers Un- 
ion and the AFL Teamsters Un- 
ion were practically tied for 
first place in the department's 
report. The Auto Workers were 
listed with 1,239,000 members 
and the teamsters with 1,231,- 
000. This would be a gain of 


| 109,000 for the auto workers 
since 1952 and a gain of 231,000 
\for the teamsters, based on the 

department's previous report. 

The others in the “Big Six” 
and changes in their member- 
ship from the previous report 
were: CIO Steelworkers, $1,- 
194,000, a gain of 94,000; AFL 
Machinists, 864,095, a gain of 
164,797; AFL carpenters, 804,- 
343, a gain of 54,343, and the 
AFL Electrical Workers, 630,- 
000, a gain of 130,000. 

The department said that its 
figures were only estimates, 
based on reports from the un- 
ions themselves.

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LOS ANGELES, Nov. 14 (AP) 
—That day eight and one-half 
months ago started ordinarily 
enough for George Smith—tak- 
ing his clothes to a laundry. 
Before it was over he became 
the first pilot to bail out of a 
plane traveling supersonically 
and live. 

The whites of his eyes were 
left bloodshot solid red. He 
bled in all parts of his body as 
his parachute snapped open. It 
is estimated he was subjected to 
a decelerative force of 40 times 
the pull of gravity. The 40 G’s 
instantaneously increased 
Smith’s weight from 215 pounds 
to the equivalent force of 8000. 

The rush of air going by at 
nearly 800 miles an hour sound- 
ed to him like a continuous bar- 
rage of heavy guns. 


If he had bailed out just two 
seconds later his parachute 
wouldn’t have had time to open. 
His injuries and subsequent ill- 
ness cut his weight to 175. After 
monéhs of treatment his right 
knee is a little stiff. Damage 
to his liver means he never can 
touch anything alcoholic..

The next thing was waking up 
in the hospital five days later.” 

Smith was picked up by fish- 
ermen aboard a nearby cruiser. 
His shoes, socks, helmet and 
mask were gone. His clothing 
was in ribbons. 


His arms had flailed so vio- 
lently that his wrist watch, 
tight-fitting gloves and a ring 
on his finger had been shaken 
off. He was blind for several 
days. Surgery was required on 
his intestines. 

Smith said he’s eager to “get 
back flying again.” The medics 
have restricted him from flying 
until a year after the accident.

dean, Senator Jose Laurel. 

But this, the most peaceful 
election since 1946, demonstrat-

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Sermon Delivered by Dr. John L. Peters Led to World Neighbors, Inc.

R. JOHN L. PETERS was a 
Detapiain attached to the 
108th Regiment of the Forti- 
eth Infantry Division in the 


just caught up with him, a let- 
ter exempting him from mill- 
tary service.

As he held the dying boy in his 
arms, Chaplain Peters thought 
he had never felt the futility 
of war more deeply. 


“That night in my foxhole, 
my fatigue clothes stiff with 
that boy’s blood, I promised my- 
self that if God spared me, I'd 


in life,” Dr. 
Peters recalls. 

“Instead, when I came back, 
I adjusted as we all did and I 
decided what I'd said in that 
foxhole was just what you say 
in a foxhole, that there was 
nothing one man could do, Then 
four years ago, a group of us 
decided that while we couldn't 
do everything but we could do 
something. We were free men 
with a degree of intelligence, 
we had done things for our fam- 
jlies and our communities. May- 
be we could do something for 
the world.” 

Today an organization known 
as World Neighbors, Inc., of 
which Dr. Peters is president, 
is helping a part of the world 
which has never been helped 
before. More important, it is 
helping by teaching people how 
to help themselves. 

Dr. Peters, in St. Louis re- 
cently to speak to several civic 
and church groups, has just re- 
turned from 4 25,000-mile tour 
on which he visited some of the 
1041 villages where 112 people 
are carrying on World Neigh- 
bors propects. For Worid Neigh- 
bors has mushroomed from its 
initial beginnings of 13 people 
in 20 villages, to such an extent 
that Dr. Peter laughs: 

“I feel like a fellow who 
jumped on a horse that ran 
away with him before he could 
say, ‘Giddap.’” 

In some of these underdevel- 
oped areas, World Neighbors is 
carrying on county agent type 
programs in farm techniques, 
programs in sanitation, maternal 
and child care. In one town, 
its contribution consists of 
showing farmers how to use 
commercial fertilizer and insec- 
ticides, how to rotate crops, how 
to raise chickens. In another it 
has organized a 4-H type club 
for young people. In another 
it works on the basic problem of 
how to kill rats infesting the 
village. 

“For the most part,” says Dr. 
Peters, “we're trying to help 
people lift themselves with 
their bootstraps when, in many 
instances, they haven't any boot- 
straps.” 

A nonprofit, nonsectarian, 
nonpolitical organization, World 
Neighbors works in accord with 
Point 4 and other missions and 
agencies but is under the con- 
trol of none of them. Thus it 
often has entree where govern- 
mental or religious aid might 
be suspect. It is an expansion 
of World Assistance, a spon- 
taneous venture by a group of 
business men in Oklahoma City, 
sparked by a sermon delivered 
by Dr. Peters one Sunday in 
1951. For although Dr. Peters 
had returned tamely to civilian 
life, he had never quite lost that 
resolve he'd felt on the battle- 
field. His entire background 
had fitted him for something 
like this. 

Born in Van Buren, Ark., Dr. 
Peters. recalls how he first lost 
faith in isolationism. His grand- 
father, a railroad man, used to 
say that if Arkansas wanted to 
build a wall and shut itself in, 
it could so develop its resources 
that it could exist, and tell Mis- 
souri, Kansas and those other 
states where to go. 


“And having developed his 
yocabulary around the railroad 
yards,” says Dr. Peters, “he 
knew where that was.” 

Then the Peters family moved 
to Texas. 


“And,” he adds, “I found gut 
grandpa was wrong.” 

Later he entered the Univer- 
sity of Oklahoma at Norman, 
worked for seven and one-half 
years on the night shift at the 
post office to earn his way to a 
master’s degree, sometimes eat- 
ing on 15-cent-a-day rations. He 
went on to Yale for his doc- 
torate, served as pastor of 
churches in Connecticut and 
Louisiana before going into the 
Army in 1943. After the war he 
went back to Oklahoma City 
University to teach and also be- 
came a supply pastor at St. 
Luke's Methodist Church.

In April 1951 he heard Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur deliver his 
report to Congress. He was so 
impressed by the general's re- 
marks that he scrapped his ser- 
mon for the week and that Sun- 
day with hastily prepared notes 
delivered one called, “Let’s Deal 
With Basic Issues.” Among 
other things, he said: 


“If we ignore man’s physical 
needs while we hand him pious 
platitudes, we justify the Com- 
munists’ characterization of re- 
ligion as ‘the opiate of the peo- 
ple’ promising little but ‘pie in 
the sky by and by.’ ... The 
irony of it is that while Christ's 
followers preach His precepts 
and the Voice of America pro- 
claims our good intentions, the 
Communists move in among the 
masses, who never saw a mis- 
sionary nor heard a radio, and 
appear to practice what we 
preach.” 

The sermon was being broad- 
cast and before he had finished, 
five telephones in the church 
were ringing. 

Two days later he was in 
New York conferring with 
United Nations and church 
leaders, a group of Oklahoma 
City men acting as his backers. 
Plans were laid for a project 
in Katpadi, Madras, India. The 
hudget for the first year was 
$18,000 and they still operate 
on a budget which Peters 
laughingly says, “wouldn't get 
the carbon paper out of Wash- 
ington.”

“This was an area where 
they'd suffered so badly from 
drouth they'd sold everything 
to buy rice,” he relates. “When 
the monsoons came they had 
no money left to buy equipment 
for their main industry which 
is leather tanning. We gave 
them a $200 loan for equipment 
and sent instructors.” 


The enthusiastic villagers took 
them on a tour of their revital- 
ized industry, then completely 
bowled the visitors over by ask- 
ing them to dedicate the “cor- 
nerstone of the new library.” 
The guide interpreted that 
three villagers had attended a 
World Neighbors literacy camp 
and came back to help teach 
the otherstoread. They learned 
a library 


to house them so they were 
building it. 


“The cornerstone was three 
red bricks,” says Dr. Peters, 
“but suddenly as I placed those 
three bricks amid the songs and 
prayers, Hindu and Christian, 
and looked around at the can- 
dies, in the dark, those candles 
became symbolic of the thou- 
sands of villages where people 
are no longer satisfied with the 
darkness.”

50 Years in Theater 


She Wants to Ride an Elephant 
in a Circus as Only Thing She 
Hasn't Done During Busy Career 
Which Started at the Age of 5

NEW YORK, Nov. 14 (INS).. 
ISS HELEN HAYES, a 105-pound package of acting magic, 
considered her 50-year romance with the theater today and 
said there was only one thing missing. 
“T've never been in a circus,” 


she beamed. “Do you suppose 


they'd let me celebrate my golden jubilee by riding an elephant? 


In a gold gown?” 


The “First Lady” of the Am- 
erican stage, looking hardly old 
enough to have a fiftieth anni- 
versary on or off stage, slipped 
her horn-rimmed glasses off her 
nose and nibbled at the frame. 

“Put that in the story,” she 
said, her blue eyes twinkling, 
“and they might invite me to 
ride an elephant. I'd do it, too 
—for charity.” 

Aside from a possible circus 
debut, Miss Hayes plans few 
special events for her fiftieth 
anniversary as an actress. 

“I never even thought about 
it,” she said. “Somebody re- 
membered I made my debut at 
the age of five, and figured out 
that I was 55 last month, and 
all of a sudden I was a living 
monument. And I can’t even 
remember how many plays I've 
been in!” 

The most un-actressy actress 
of them all patted her graying 
blonde hair and added: 

“I don’t even remember my 
debut. Mother wrote it all down 
for me, so we know I got start- 
ed at a dancing school recital 


in Washington. But I don’t 
honestly remember all the 
dates.” 


There was a small snort from 
the other side of her New York 
living room, where her hus- 
band, Playwright Charles Mac- 


Arthur, sat half buried in 
manuscripts. 
“What she means,” he growl- 


ed, “is that she doesn’t like to 
be told her age.” 

Helen Hayes tells her age in 
the record books for anyone 
to see. She was born Helen 
Hayes Brown on Oct. 10, 1900, 
in Washington, D.C. 

Her first stage appearance 
was in the National Theater 
there in 1905, as Prince Charles 
in “The Royal Family.” 

It was in Washington that 
Lew Weber of the famed team 
of Weber and Fields spotted the 
blonde tot with the straight 
bangs appearing, Miss Hayes 
vaguely recalls, in an amateur 
production. Weber told her 
mother, Mrs. Catherine Brown, 
to look him up if they ever 
came to New York. 

Mrs. Brown later took her 
daughter to New York, and 
Helen made her Broadway 
debut as a speaking actress in 
November, 1909, in the revue 
“Old Dutch.” 

“There's one consolation,” 
Miss Hayes said about the in- 
delible record that pegs her 
age. “I started playing charac- 
ter parts early. I did Victoria 
Regina when I was 35. Now 
people are always telling me 
hew much younger I am than 
I seem in my roles.” 

Miss Hayes does look younger 
than a person with a fiftieth 
anniversary in the theater 
should; she looks like a sweet- 
faced, dimpled matron who 
would be more at home in the 
suburbs than on Broadway. 

“IT really ought to be home 
in the suburbs,” she admitted. 
“This apartment is just for 
Charlie to work in. I don’t even 
keep my clothes here. Our real 
home is in Nyack, N.Y.” 

Other actresses work hard for 
glamour off-stage and on.

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Fix It. Yourself

At Times of Flooded Basements. 


HERE are a few basements 
T in this world that from time 
to time become flooded. 
Now one way to prevent dam- 
age at a time like this is to have 
a sump pump in the basement 
to pump out the water as it 
pours in. Trouble here is that 
often when you have a storm 
of sufficient size to flood these 
basements, there is a failure of 
electric power and this means 
the sump pump is not going to 
be of too much use until power 
is restored. One way to get 
around this is to have a gaso- 
line powered pump but these 
cost money. 

Now when a basement is 
flooded, only certain things are 
subject to damage and among 
these are electric motors on 
such things as the furnace, 
washing machine, water pump, 


etc. When an electric motor 
goes under water it must be 
taken apart and dried out 

One way to prevent damage 
to these items and prevent not 
having them when neded is to 
remove them when the water 
starts to creep up and put them 
out of reach of the water. Most 
electric motors are held in 
place by four or so bolts which 
are easily unscrewed. It takes 
just a few minutes to pull an oil 
burner unit out of a furnace 
and prevent it being harmed 
by water. Several members of 
the household should know how 
to remove the various units so 
that in an emergency they'll be 
able to do the job. 

Be sure, of course, before you 
start to remove any electric mo- 
tor that you cut off the source 
of power to it so that there is 
no chance of it starting to run 
while you are working on it.

The 13 high-card points 
and the fillers in South's hand, 
plus the balanced distribution, 
made the two no-trump bid at- 
tractive, but against that was 
the fact that South had only one 
stopper in the suit that presum- 
ably would be led. However, 
the only reasonable alternative 
was to bid two hearts, and 
South was disinclined to make 
this two-level bid on a four-card 
major suit. As it happened the 
two-no-trump bid worked out 
best inasmuch as it found North 
with extra spade strength and a 
no-trump pattern of his own. 


West opened the eight of 
spades, dummy played low, and 
when East simply played the 
encouraging seven, South won 
with the king. South then 
knocked out the ace of dia- 
monds, and when East returned 
a low heart, South had no 
choice but to finesse. The out- 
come was, of course, that West 
got in with the heart king and 
led his remaining spade, East 
collecting four tricks in that 
suit and defeating the sound 
contract two tricks.
